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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee, 

Valley  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
upon  the  Health  of  your  Sanitary  District  during  the  year  1965* 


In  ray  previous  year's  Report  I referred  to  a population 
increase-trend,  since  195^  (then  12,100),  with  two  exceptions.  The 
exceptions  being  reflected  in  I96O  and  I962  by  unaccountable  falls  of 
respectively  210  and  200,  According  to  the  Registrar  General's  mid- 
year population  estimate  for  1965?  that  above  referred  to  increase -trend 
has  been  maintained  by  a yet  further  increase  of  from  13,300  to  the 
current  13,800,  This  is,  of  course,  not  merely  of  academic  interest 
but  an  overall  pointer  to  progressive  demands  upon  the  public  services 
that  are  the  concern  of  a Sanitary  Authority,  etich  as  basically,  housing, 
sewerage,  water  provision,  and  etc.  Of  these,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  centralised  County  V/ater  Authority  state  that  the  mains 
mileage  has  been  brought  up  to  1135  £^nd  that  a further  283  properties 
within  this  District  have  now  a treated  water  supply. 


Your  total  Rateable  Value  has  increased  from  £264,890 
to  £298,751 » whereas  your  penny  rate  productivity  has  moved  from 
£1,020  to  the  current  £1,206,  V/hereas  rateable  business  premises  have 
increased  by  one,  yet  dwelling  houses  and  farm  houses  htive  fallen 
respectively  fron  4,424  to  3j627  and  from  793  to  759* 


Your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  having  referred 
at  length  to  the  subject  of  sewerage  in  his  Report,  suffice  it  for  me 
merely  to  comment  that  yet  one  more  scheme  has  been  brought  to  fruition 
and  that  et  the  turn  of  the  year  negotiations  were  continuing  between 
interested  parties  concerning  yet  a further  scheme. 

As  is  generally  accepted  as  a requirement,  progress  in 
water  provision  and  in  sewerage  assists  rehousing  progress,  apart  from 
financial  consideration,  and  in  fact,  the  Council  house  completion 
figure  of  52  is  almost  double  the  number  for  the  preceding  year  (of  31) 1 
thus  increasing  your  Council  House  ownersliip  from  672  to  724, 


Your  Corrected  Birth  Rate  of  21,73  shows  a slight  fall 
from  the  former  21,8,  In  comparison,  the  County  Rate  increased  from. 

19.2  to  19.3 » and  that  for  England  and  Vales,  as  a whole,  fell  from 

18.2  to  18,0 


The  Corrected  Death  Rate  has  fallen  for  the  second 
year  in  succession,  nov;  standing  at  11,37*  V/hereas  the  corresponding 
rates  for  Anglesey  and  for  England  and  V/ales  have  shown  a minimal 
increase  of  respectively  from  12,2  to  12,4,  and  from  11,3  to  11,5* 

A study  of  the  Causes  of  Death  does  not  reveal  any  significant  change 
directly  attributable  to  environmental  factors  under  the  control  of 
this  Sanitary  District,  Yet  again,  there  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis, 
and,  in  fact,  the  number  of  notifications  of  this  former  scourage  has 
fallen  from.  8 in  the  earlier  year  to  the  current  3*  These  three 
occurred  on  persons  of  aged  4C  years,  or  above,  and  only  two  of  them 
were  of  the  respiratory  form. 


Of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases^  the  measles 
epidemic  of  the  former  year  faded  into  but  six  cases  in  the  ciirrent 
one.  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  in  only  5 cases,  otherwise  there 
was  no  other  infectious  diseases. 


The  General  Medical  Practitioners  and  the  Local 
Health  Authority  continued  to  provide  the  services  of  active 
immunisation  for  those  m.embers  of  the  public  who  cared  to  avail 
themselves  of  those  services,  for  example,  101  persons  were 
vaccinated  against  smallpox  for  the  first  time  and  20  were 
revaccinated. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  again  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest,  and  the 
Clerk  and  both  Senior  and  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspectors  for 
their  ready  and  v/illing  co-operation  at  all  tines.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Although  this  Council  are  not  a Water  Authority  the  following 
information,  extracted  from  the  annual  report  of  the  Water  Engineer  to  the 
^inglesey  Ciunty  Council,  will  be  of  some  interest  in  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  this  district; - 

1,  Average  daily  consumption  per  head  (domestic)  in  I965  was  37  g.p.d, 
which  emphasises  the  upward  trend  in  consumption  over  the  past 

few  years. 

(This  factor  is  of  some  importance  in  estimating  water  consumption 
in  relation  to  sewerage  scheme  design  capacities  as  in  the  past  there 
has  been  a tendency  to  estimate  on  a basis  somev/hat  less  than  last 
year's  consumption  figure.) 

2,  A total  of  283  additional  properties  within  the  area  vi^ere  connected 
to  the  mains  during  the  year  bringing  the  total  number  of  properties 
so  connected  since  1947  to  2,753. 

3,  The  total  length  of  water  mains  in  the  district  as  at  3^/12/65  was 
113  miles,  the  mains  ranging  in  diameter  from  1^”  to  16"* 

4»  Water  demand  in  the  county  in  I965  represented  an  increase  of  12^  over 

1964  and  a considerable  strain  upon  the  treatment  pxmiping  plant  and 
distribution  system  resulted  in  meeting  this  increased  demand.  To 
meet  the  demand  it  was  necessary  to  overload  the  Cefni  works  beyond 
its  designed-  capacity  and  although  a bacteriologically  safe  and  pure 
\fater  was  at  all  times  maintained  the  quality  of  water  has  not  been 
up  to  the  standard  which  could  be  achieved  from  these  v/orks  when 
functioning  at  normal  loading. 

Water  Sampling 

Routine  sampling  of  mains  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
continues  to  be  undertaken  by  the  iinglesey  County  Council  as  Water  Authority 
and  samples  taken  by  this  Council's  staff  have  been  limited  to  cases  where  it 
was  intended  to  use  private  well  supplies  for  the  installation  of  domestic 
services. 


Samples  were  taken.. of  which  were  reported 
on  as  unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases  owners  v/ere  advised  on  steps  to  bo  taken 
to  improve  tte  quality  of  the  water. 

A number  of  complaints  v.'cre  received  from  various  parts  of  the 
district  that  on  occasions  m.ains  water  was  badly  discoloured.  All  these 
complaints  were  referred  to  the  County  \.ater  Engineer  for  attention.

Village  Sewerage  Schemes 

A sov/erage  schem.e  to  serve  the  village  of  Pencarnisiog  was  completed 
during  the  year,  effluent  from  the  w'orks  being  discharged  into  the  River 
Ddr^/dv^f;,^.  .it  the  end  of  the  year  constructional  work  on  a scheme  to  servo  the 

village  of  Llanfaelog  was  nearing  completion  and  satisfactory  progress  was 
being  maintained  on  an  extension  scheme  to  serve  the  Garregfawr/Cliff  Hotel 
area  of  Trearddur  Bay  despite  adverse  ground  conditions. 

The  completion  of  .the  Pencarnisiong-sohe-me  brought  the  total  number 
of  operational  schemes  controlled  by  the  Council  to  eighteen  of  which  seven 
are  gravitation  schemes  and  the  remaining  eleven  arc  pumping  schemes  operated 
by  a total  of  t\vonty  one  automatic  pumping  stations.  ■ - ' . 

Seven  of  the  eighteen  schemes  discharge  sev/age  out  to  sea  without 
prior  treatment  and  the  remaining  eleven  scheipes  discharge  into  conventional 
sewage  "v^orks  for  treatment  'pfior.”'i'6,dds’charg  into  rivers  and  streams. 

It  had  been  hoped  that  progress  cpuld  have  been  reported  on  the 
preparatibn"  of  a scheme  to  serve  the  villages  of  Rhydv.grn  and  t'lanrhyddlad. 

An  inquiry  into  a proposed  scheme  to  aarve  the  village  of  Rhydwyn  alon  e held 
tovvfards  the  end  of  last  year  had  re.sulted^  in  recommendations  by  the  Aelsh 
Office  that  the  needs  of  the  t\vo  'vill’a^’es  could  best  be  served  by  a joint  scheme 
discharging  into  a .■  treatment,  or ks,  at  Rhydwyn  prior  'to. , discharge  into  a 
nearby  stream.  Some  delay  vi/'as  experienced  in  the  prelim.inary  stages  of  the 
scheme  as,  in  their  consent,  the  Gwynedd  River  nuthoritj^  had  imposed  a,  far,, 
higher  standard  of  se\.age  effluent  than  that  normally  required  under  Ro.yal 
Commission  standards  because  of  the  rather  low  dilution  factor  in  the 
receiving  stream.  ^It  can  only -be  hoped  that  when  ihe  joint  scheme  is  finally 
submitted  to  the  Relsh  Office  for  approval  this  vd.ll  'be' forthcoming  with  the 
minimum,  of  delay. 

In. general,  sewerage  systems  operated  .sa'tisfactorily  but  an 
underr/round  pumping  station  serving  the  seaside  village  of  Trearddur  Bay 
w'as  rendered  unoperational  for  about  f our  _ days  .followfing  a,,breagdo'v,m  which 
resulted  in  motors  and  control  panels  being  flooded.  This  breakdown  tended 
to  empha,sise . the  need  for  complete  replacement, : of  pumping ■ u.nit.s -with  larger 
units,  and  a,  larger  rising  main.  . It.  is- feared -that  a,  considerab].G.„ volume  of 
surface  water  finds  its  v,ay  into  the , foul,  .se’.vqrs  and 'this,  fact  naturally 
adds  to  difficulties  when  breakdowns  in  pumping  machinery  take  place, 

Pollowiug  i.more,  regular  maintenance  ,work  at , the, ‘Gwalchmai 'treatment 
w'orks  the  standard  of  effluent  discharged  into  the  receiving  stream  greltly 
improved,  and  the  improvement  .was  m-aintained  throughout  the  year.  -,Despite  , 
the  improvement  however,  the  Gvynedd  River  Authority  w;ill  still  ins-ist  on 
a,  higher  standard,  of  effluent  than  that  required  by  the  Royal  Commission  in 
viev/  of  the.  low  dilution  factor  of  the  receiving  stream  v/hich  is  the  only^ 
source  of  animal  drinking- Vvja ter  downstream  of  the. works.  ^ 

In  viev/  of  the.  rather  rapid  residential  developments  in  Rhosneigr 
during  the  past-war  period  and  imminent  future  development  ;the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  report  on  the  existing  sewerage  system 
and  wfhat  improvements  wore  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  scheme  .v/qjild  cope 
satisfactorily  with  all  foreseeable  development.  The  need  f of'im'provemehts ' 
has  been  accelerated  in  view. of  some  complaints  that  at  certain  times  pollution 
of  the  foreshore  occurred. 
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Regular  maintenance  of  sewage  treatment  -v/orks  in  the  area  continues 
to  present  difficluties  in  transport  around  the  several  works^and  engagement 
of  suitable  staff.  It  is  intended  to  recommend  the  early  purchase  of  a 
van  which  will  be  used  solely  in  that  particular  department. 


Individual  Drainage  Systems 

A total  of  thirty  eight  new  drainage ■ systems  serving  properties 
outside  sewerage  areas  were  inspected  and  approved  during  the  year, 

PUBLIC  CLB  iIJSING 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  general  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  be  maintained 
by  two  vehicles  - a ''Karrier"  Dual-Tip  based  at  Valley  and  a"Karrier”  side- 
loader  based  at  Aberffraw.  In  view  of  the  age  and  condition  of  the  latter 
Vehicle  it  was  decided  to  replace  it  ai  an  early  date  with  another  Dual- 
Tip  lorry. 

.Igain,  during  the  summer  months,  the  service  was  augmented  by  an 
Austin  commercial  vehicle,  which  although  some  ten  years  old,  has  been-- 
retained  for  such  purposes.  Its  main  function  wras  to  serve  hotels  and 
camping  sites  in  the  area  and  also  to  assist  in  collection  in  areas  which  are 
inaccessible  to  the  Karrier  vehicle.  't.' 

In  the  main,  the  service  operated  satisfactorily  although  there  were 
a number  of  com.plaints  during  the  summer  months  about  the  irregularity  of 
service  in  some  areas.  In  most  cases  these  were  complaints  from  occupiers 
of  furnished  holiday  properties  who,  on  entering  into  occupation  found  full 
dustbins  and  assumed  quite  wrongly  that  the  property  had  not  been  served  the 
previous  week.  It  has  been  found  that  when  short-stay  occupiers  leave 
such  properties  they  invariably  deposit  an  assortment  of  unwanted  articles  in 
the  dustbins  and  make  these  the  subject  of  complaints  by  ingoing  occupiers. 

Over  three  hundred  dwellings  have  bec,n  completed  in  the  area  over 
the  past  throe  years  and  if  future  development  continues  at  the  same  rate  it 
is  inevitable  that  consideration  will  need  to  be  given  to  the  engagement 
of  additional  transport  and  staff.

Conditions  at  this  tip  during  the  year  were  generally  satisfactory 
although  on  two  occasions  small  outbreaks  of  fire  occurred  tjnd  there  seems 
little  doubt  that  these  were  caused  deliberately  by  trespassers  on  the  tip. 

The  Bristol  P.D. 44  angledozer  operated  efficiently  during  the  year  but  with 
the  ever  increasing  volumes  of  refuse  disposed  of  at  this  tip  and  the  need  to 
"win"  covering  materials  from,  rested  portions  of  the  tip  the  f uture 
replacement  of  this  equipment  v;ith  a larger  machine  may  well  be  advisable.

Cesspool  Cleansing

The  expected  decline  in"  the  'pa-il-close  t cleansing  service  and 
increase  in  the  septic  tank  emptying  service  continued.  During  the  year 
a total  of  162  septic  tank  or  cesspool  installations  wdre  cleansed  at  the 
request  and  e xpense  of  the  properties  owners  concerned.  154  of  the  properties 
service  were  within  the  rural  area  and  the  remainder,  for  which  a higher 
charge  is  made,  outside  the  area. 

The  ^Dennis"  cesspool  emptier,  purchased  in  19^1,  has  operated 
extremely  well  v/i’th  a minimum  of  maintenance  needed  and  I have  no  doubt  that 
its  aqquisition  is  among  the  best  ever  made  by  the  Council.

This  servie  continued  during  the  year  hut  with  the  ever  increasing 
amy  of  litter-»-hugs  it  is  quite  obvious  that  drastic  changes  need  to  be 
made  in  thefrequency  of  this  service.  Fembers  of  the  Council  will  be  aware 
that  cleansing  of  classified  roads  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Highvmy 
Authority  but  this  Council,  by  agreement,  have  -undertaken  this  ^rk  in  the 
several  villages  in  the  area.  This  agreement  by  which  the  County  Council 
contributes  towards  the  cost  v/as  drara  up  several  3^ears  ago  and  in  effect 
it  is  in  respect  of  a v/eekly  cleansing  service  in  all  villages  with  a twice- 
weekly  service  in  Rhosnexgr  and  Trearddur  Bay  during  the  summer  months.  It 
is  qaite  obvious  in  this  day  and  age  that  this  service  is  totally  inadequate 
and  a daily  service  is  called  for  especially  in  Trearddur  Bay  and  Rhosneigr, 

Foreshores  - - 

'■  The  ever  increasing  popularity  of  all  foreshores  in  the  area  continued 
and  difficulties  in  cleansing  of  the  beaches  persisted,  '*  Efforts  were 
co-ncentrated  on  keeping  the  larger  beaches  tid^'  ’but  it  is  felt  that  this  is 
very  much  a losing  jattle  with  anapparent  increase  in  irresponsibility  on  the 
part  of  the  general  public. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  number  of  public  conveniences  in  the  district  remained  at  three, 
viz.  Rhosneigr,  Trearddur  Bay,  and  Aberffraw.  Although  the  customary  vandalism 
was  experienced  none  could  Beally  be  classed  as  serious. 

Planning  permission  was  received  during  the  year  for  the  erection  of 
public  conveniences  at  Porthdafe.rch  which  will  be  the.^ first  beach  to  be  served 
in  the  area,  but  commencement  was  delayed  duo  to  difficulties  arising  from, 
land  acquisition. 

RUISANCBS  ■ 

A total  of  59  nuisances  were'  reported  and  investigated  during  the 
year,  and  a total  of  i43  inspections  or  re-inspections  v/ere  carried  out. 

Twelve  of  the  thirteen  houses  'v.here  complaints  related  to  disrepair  were 
repaired,  but  one  of  the  fSiur  statutory  notices  served  remained  not  complied 
with  at  the  end  of  the  year.

During  the  year  there  were  no  new  sites  licensed  tnhder  Section  3 
of  the  Caravhn  Sites  and.  Control  of  Development  Act,  1560,  the  total  number 
of  licensed  sites  remained  at  76. 

84  additional  car.avans  have  been  permitted  by  endorsement  of  licences 
following  increases  granted  by  the  County  Plannin.g  Department.  The  total 
number  of  caravans  permitted  increased  from  1,036  to  1,120, 

The  annual  survey  of  caravan  sites  indicated  a total  of  1,163  caravans 
within  the  district,  these  being  919  accommodated  on  licensed  sites,  83  on 
unauthorised  sites  and  161  on  sites  claiming  exemption  from  licensing  under 
the  first  schedule  of  the  Act. 
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As  usual,  other  duties  prevented  ~ffs' many  inspections  as  one  vifould 
wish,  but  in  general  the  caravan  sites  are ■maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  The  essential  facilities  have  been  provided  in  most  cases, 
and  only  where  additional  caravans  make  necessary  some  additional  facilities 
are  licences  not  fully  complied  with. 

The  number  of  tented  camps  remained  high.  At  the'  poak  holiday 
period,  there  were  354  tents  in-use.  The  f acilitids  provided  for  these 
tents  fell  far  short  of  those  required  for  caravan  sites,  but  present 
legislation  still  allows  no  stricter  control. 

SHOPS 

One  butcher's  shop  closed  dovm  and  another  opened  during  the  year.  One 
dairy  and  one  grocer's  shop  were  also  brought  into  use.  The  total  number 
of  shops  was  135  of  which  102  v/ere  connectedv/ith  the  retail  distribution 
of  food.

During  the  year  one  of  the  five  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  'was 
not  ro-].icensed  since  the  business  was  discontinued,  reducing  the  number  of 
licensed  slaughterhouse  in  operation  to  four.  A 100^  meat  inspection  service 
was  again  maintained. 

A total  of  2,963  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year.  This 
figure  is  828  lower  than  that  recorded  for  last  year,  partly  because  of  the 
closure  of  the  one  slaughterhouse  and  partly  because  more  meat  was  bought 
off  the  hook  from  an  ab'atttir  in  an  adjoining  district.
